‘What Britain Had Done 

In this connection he mentioned 
that Great Britain had carried out 
consistently for many years a can- 
tinuous reduction of land arma- 
ments.

tain had.a very large military force,’ 


produced. pby compulsory service, 
which was an exceptional system for 
her, . Britain imediately returned to 
yoluntary service, but even on that 
small level, which compared with 
conscriptionist nations, had of 
course, a very small army. Britain 
had been continually reducing, In 
proof of that proposition he said 
that compared with August, 1914, 
namely. with her. pre-war Army. 
Britain had reduced nine cavalry 
regiments, 21 infantry battalions 
and 61 artillery batteries and, in 
the. last five years, she had pro- 
gressively “reduced her 
budget. 

In 192i irrespective of pensions, 
the British military budget was 
8614 millions sterling; in 1926 344% 
millions; in 1927 38.1/3 million;

Selling 
Brokers in Australia. It was announc- 
ed that the 1927-28 clip was expected 
to.fall short: of the 1926-27 clip. by 
250,000 bales. The amount actually 
received into store falsified this estim- 
ate, ‘and the deficit proved no greater 
than 50,000 balcs, These between the 
growers and the wool users in 
Sritain, and ‘the charge of. rigging 
the market was endorscd by the obser- 
vation from this side that no revised 
estimate was issued by rivals began to 
exceed their expectations.

begun to arrive. The topmakers tried 
to foree matters by a strong “bearing” 
movement, but the only. result was a 
weakened market and the delay. until 
well into October of the orders for 
spring delivery which are usually

was not checked until November,/ The 
year closed with rather Vhemer 
markets, but the hazards of. nine 
months’ uncertainty had shaken con- 
fidence and short-dated buying was the 
rule. 2 : 
Employment Returns 

The course of employment during the 
year closely effected the chan ing 
moods of .the raw materials markets, 
For eighteen months the percentage of 
unemployment had been falling, and in 
the first quarter ‘of 1928 the downward 
tendency was maintained, until in 
March the figure was the lowest record- 
ed. since the close of 1924. Between 
March and September the percentage 
of unemployment rose from 7 to 17, 
and a year of promise wag,turned into 
one of renewed despair, The gloom 
was relieved a Mittle by the official re- 
turn of the numbers of insured opera- 
tives in the wool textile industry. This 
showed that the drain which had been 
‘in progress since 1923 had been check- 
ed in the year 1927-28, -but this fact 
could not displace the memory of a loss 
of 20,000 operatives in the preceding 
five years. Falling wool prices, re- 
duced production, sluggish export trade 
and the persistent sense of foreign 
competition in the home market drove 
the employers to resume ‘their agita- 
tion for a reduction in wages. In 
November, 1927, the Joint Industrial 
Council had reached deadlock on the 
employers’ demand for a reduction. 
The spell of better business at the open- 
ing of 1928 postponed the crisis and 
no further meeting was called to effect 
& new agreement. Wages had been 
left as they were, and both sides were 
content to drift along. The hirits of 
the employers took definite shape when, 
on November 7, 1928, the Woollen and 
Worsted Trades’ federation, the 
largest body of organised employers, 
-requested_oa meeting_of the Joint Indus- 
trial Council to consider a_ revi 
sion of wages. But since Sep- 
tember an unofficial group of em- 
ployers keenly interested in Safe- 
guarding had been in private negotia- 
with the trade union leaders. 
When the renewed demand for the re- 
vision of wages was made these Safe- 
guarding discussions had not been con- 
eluded. To give the trade unions a, 
clear field the Woollen and Worsted 
Trades’ Federation’s request was with- 
drawn. A few days later the trade 
union Jeaders announced a majority 
vote of their executive in favour of 
Safeguarding. It was at, once widely 
inferred that the withdrawal of the 
wages proposal was the result of the 
operatives’ reversal of their position 
on Safeguarding in 1925-26. The 
Federation immediately denied any 
bargain of this kind, and ‘on 
January 2 this. year’ . re-sub- 
mitted their request for a. meeting 
of the Joint Council on the wages ques-

This Year’s Prospects 

If conciliation can avoid conflict, the 
prospect for this year are by no 
means depressing. ‘The slow, but cer- 
tain, revival in the “heavy trades” is 
jn the industry’s favour in the home 
market.

rapidly depreciating currencies is being |! 


displaced by confidence as the stabili- 
sation of international ‘currencies pro- 
ceeds. The possibility of developing a 
fruitful alliance with the hosiery an 
artificial silk trades is there, and the 
rapid advance of technical research is 
acting as a powerful stimulus in that 
direction. The caprice of fashion, 
which has within a few years reduced 
the orthodoxy of bulk “production for: a 
reason to the chaos of hand-to-mouth 
trading, is.being.closely studied. The 
manufacturers ate’ seeking closer 
alliance with the fashion experts 80 
that a more intelligent anticipation of 
the consumer’s fancy may. be made. 
There is also'the possibility of gaining 
from a “rationalised” industry better 
methods of production of marketing. 
The violent individualism of the past 
is slowly being tempered by experi- 
ments in co-operative :action—as wit- 
ness the new International Wool 
Federation. While derating has not 
stirred the industry very deeply, the 
hope persists that more generous allow- 
anees by ‘the tax: authorities for ma- 
chinery depreciation ‘will. permit the 
overhaul of plants and, subsequently, 
better and theaper production. The 
extended machinery equipment. of 
Japan and Italy, in particular, is view- 
ed as a fresh challenge to ‘British 
efficiency.

SUBMARINE CABLE 


THE LONGEST IN THE 
WORLD 


Stockholm, March 6. 

The longest submarine -telephone 
cable in the world is the one recent- 
ly laid between Sweden and Finland, 
connecting Stockholm with ~Aabo, 
The whole cable distance is 242 kilo- 
metres, of which 212 kilometres’ 
length jis marine cable, the total 
weight being 2,000 tans. The thick- 
ness of the cable'is 45 m/m on the 
Swedish side and 50 m/m_ on the 
Finnish side. It éontains 32 copper 
wires, spun together four and four 
into eight four-wire conductors. 
Seven of these are-intended for an 
equal number of calls on the four- 
wire princinle between Sweden andy 
Finland, the eighth trunk permitting’ 
two calls on the two-wire principle 
between Aaland and the mainlands of 
Finland and Sweden,

“* ASSATLANT'S SUICIDE 

‘A tragedy’ in which a Chinese 
attempted to murder his wife and 
then committed suitide occurred 
poon after 6 o'clock this morning, 

As the result of the affair Tang 
Chi (31), is in the Government 
Civil.

_OXFORD PROFESSOR'’S 
TRAGEDY 


FOUND DEAD 
Remarkable letters. in Serbian 
were read at the inquest on Pro- 
fessor. Neévill Forbes, Professor 
of Russian at Oxford University, 
who was found dead fn his bed- 
room. 

These were produced by a 
friend, Mr. L. Cairn, an architect, 
of Hook, Hampshire. 

Professor Forbes was one of the 
‘greatest authorities on Slavonic 
languages. ° _ 

A verdict was returned of 
“Death from wounds self-inflicted 
during temporary insanity.” 

Mr.-Cairn said that the profes- 
sor had been to London about his 
teeth, and was worried as to the 
result of a blood test. 

He thought that he had some 
serious complaint, and it had prey- 
ed on his mind. Mr. Cairn said 
he left Oxford satisfied that he 
had dispelled the professor’s 
doubts. : 

William Byles, the professor’s 
servant, said his master had never 
been subject to fits of depression 
until. recently, The condition. of 
his teeth and a swelling of his 
ankle had troubled him. 

‘He found the professor in a 
bath, the water of which was 
stained with blood. 

One letter, addressed to the pro- 
fessor’s sister, tead: “Good-bye. 
God bless you: Thank you for all 
you have done for me. ~ Please 
give Willie £200 in addition to 
what I have leftvhim. He has 
been a saint and an angel. My 
love.” * :

Few. would 
willingly have forgone, for its sake, 
the light and varied programme 
which usually rewards the evening 
leisure of the owner of a wireless 
set.

Pakkai, Kongmoon, Yesterday. 

All steamers for Hong Kong will 
leave here at about 2.80 p.m. each 
day (instead of ‘the usual later 
hour), or go soon as the mid-day 
train and the passenger tow-boat 
from Suncheong arrive. ‘There will 
be one exception, a boat (each tak- 
ing turns) staying for the last 
train. 

A commotion has been caused by 
developments following the arrest of 
a Watcher in the Chinese Maritime 
Customs, for « alleged squeeze. He 
was sent to Canton to be dealt with. 


A federation of the local Kuomin- 
tang, civil and military authorities 
and people’s institutions in the Five 
Yap thas ‘been formed to petition 
the Canton Government to take a 
serious view of the matter. To 
avoid interference by persons who 
pose (rightfully or wrongfully) that 
they are scrutineers of Customs 
officials searching personal effects 
arriving from Hong Kong, the 
Customs have e¢losed the . wharf 
gates except for a small exit. The 
public has become more dissatisfied. 
Posters have appeared in different 
places decrying the attitude of the 
Customs.
